A COPYRIGHT “AMENDMENT” TO BE 

CONDEMNED. 


A BILL has been introduced into the House 
by Representative Levy of New York City, 
which is described as an amendment to the 
copyright act. It is reprinted elsewhere in 
this issue of the PusitisHers’ WEEKLY. The 
purpose of this bill is, in brief; to abolish 
any rights of any kind, which the former copy- 
right proprietor may have in the matter, title 
or name of any work upon which the copy- 
right has expired. 

The law as it now stands has been inter- 
preted by the courts as preventing interference 
with such “good will” as the publishers of a 
copyright work may have built up in connec- 
tion with their publishing undertaking. Such 
interference the courts have denominated “un- 
fair competition,” that is to say, competition 
which has had for its purpose the appropria- 
tion of the results of the labor and the invest- 
ment of others. 

Mr. Levy’s bill is submitted as an amend- 
ment to the copyright act. It has to do, how- 
ever, not with publications that are protected 
by copyright, but with publications which, 
entirely independent of whatever copyright 
protection they may have enjoyed, have built 
up, in connection with some specific title or 
editorial or publication name, “a good will” 
which may in itself possess property value. 

Numerous examples of publications of this 
character will come to mind at once, concern- 


ing some of which, as for instance, “Chatter- | 


box” and the “Webster Dictionary,” the Courts

have in repeated decisions held the descrip- 
tive titles to be entitled to this common law 
protection quite irrespective of any possible 
copyright protection they may have enjoyed. 
This protection has been accorded, in fact, as 
in the “Chatterbox” cases, to material which 
had never been entitled to copyright. 

The basis for these decisions was the fact 
that the publishers had through a series of 
years made investment of skilled labor and of 
capital in the shaping and marketing of the 
books in question and in securing for them, 
in a way, a distinct entity in the eyes of the 
trade and the public at large. In some cases 
the publishers had built up for a continuing 
publication such as “Chatterbox” a large prop- 
erty value based on a name “Chatterbox,” 
through great advertising expenditure and 
through their own trade connections, the latter 
based ultimately on large expenditures. The 
amendment proposes that whenever the title 
of a book, or of a series of books, shall cease 
to be entitled to the protection of copyright, 
there shall be accorded to it no other protec- 
tion whatsoever. Its purpose is contrary to a 
whole body of law, in trade-mark, patent and 
general business cases as well as copyright, 
providing that a continued and repeated in- 
vestment of labor and of capital, as a result of 
which “good will” property has been built up, 
is entitled to protection. 

In a letter of protest addressed by Mr. 
George Haven Putnam to the Chairmen of the 
Patent Committees of the Senate and _ the 
House, Mr. Putnam said: “The purpose of this 
bill is to make available for the use of a cer- 
tain class of publishers the result of the labor 
and investment of others. I trust that 
the actual purpose of the bill, which might be 
described as ‘A measure for the encourage- 
ment of piratical appropriation, will be made 
clear to yourself and your honorable associates 
and may prevent it from securing favorable 
attention on the part of your Committee.” 


WE reprint elsewhere the text of a bill re- 
cently submitted to the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture purporting to regulate the sale of securi- 
ties by correspondence schools and publishers 


_ of text-books generally. Apparently it is the 


indirect result of recent criticism of the Inter- 
national Textbook Company of Scranton, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, the latter being a 


| corporation engaged in interstate commerce, it 


is difficult to see how it, even though it were 
committing breaches of the provisions of this 
Massachusetts act, could be made amenable 
to it. The bill, as drawn, is a good example of 
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legislation with ultimate consequences far be- | 
yond its intents, of legislation drawn up in | 
good faith to scotch the evil-doer but succeed- | 
ing only or also in harassing the well-doer | 


beyond reasonable measure. It seems to com- 


but “every person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion engaged in the business of publishing or 
selling school or text books” in Massachusetts 
—and this means, in our interpretation, prac- 
tically every publishing concern in the United 
States and every bookselling concern in 
Massachusetts and many in other states— 
which desires to sell any of its securities (or 
those of other corporations) to file an ex- 
tended statement with the Massachusetts Com- 
missioner of Corporations. The information in 
many instances would be inquisitory, a fee of 
$25 must be paid, and the Commissioner of 
Corporations is made apparently sole judge of 
the fair conduct of their businesses. As we 
read it, the law, as now drawn, except for the 
possible prohibitions of federal jurisdiction, 
would apply equally to a bookseller in a little 
Massachusetts town desiring to sell out his 
business entire and to a Chicago publisher, 
who had textbooks on his list sold in Massa- 
chusetts, who desired to sell one share of 
stock to a man in California. In short, the bill, 
as drawn, imposes a very serious and probably 
quite uncontemplated burden upon the book- 
selling and book publishing businesses, and is 
an example of the annoying pieces of legisla- 
tion which have in the last few years brought 
only too many business men to a state verging 
on despair. 





THE latest reports from Washington are that 
the Clayton Anti-Trust bill is having anything 
but clear sailing through the Senate Judiciary 
Committee which now has it in charge. Mem- 
bers of the committee, we are told, seem un- 
able to agree upon what shall go into the 
bill or what shall be stricken out. Each 
change is undertaken tentatively. Sections 
are replaced in the bill almost as rapidly as 
they are stricken out, and there seems little 
likelihood of an early report of the bill. The 
clauses covering price fixing and interlocking 
directorates are said to be causing the most 
difficulty. | Extended consideration of these 
clauses and honest differences of opinion in the 
Committee seem to the PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, 
however, to augur well for a finally just and 
generally satisfactory statement of law. The 
subjects are admittedly vexing ones, and there 
is evidently no intention of rushing through 
ultra-radical and ill-considered legislation.

A bill to amend section twenty-three of the 
act entitled “An act to amend and consolidat, 
the acts respecting copyright,” approved March 
fourth, nineteen hundred and nine. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House oj 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, that section twenty- 
three of the act entitled “an act to amend and 
consolidate the acts respecting convright.” 
approved March fourth, nineteen hundred and 
nine, is hereby amended by adding thereto a 
new paragraph at the end thereof, as follows: 

“Upon the expiration of the copyright herein 
provided for, or the renewal thereof should 
the same be renewed, there shall exist no 
rights of any nature whatsoever in the former 
proprietor of an expired copyright or to the 
matter which has been the subject of copy- 
right or to the name or title used in or de- 
scriptive of, the publication of anv composite 
work or other literary matter during the 
period in which it was protected b~ copyright, 
and there shall exist no restricted, exclusive, 
qualified, or so-called secondary meaning right 
to the title of any book or to the name of any 
author, compiler, or editor of any expired 
copyright composite or other work, but both 
the matter which has been the subject of copy- 
right and its generic or other name or title 
shall fall into the public domain and there- 
after be forever free to the unrestricted use 
of the public; and no suit shall be maintained 
to establish a right of any restricted nature 
in or to any expired copyright material or 
matter, or to the name or names, or any part 
thereof, under or by which any book hitherto 
issued under copyright protection has been 
published or has become known to the public.” 








A MASSACHUSETTS BILL TO REGU- 
LATE CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOLS. 


Tue following bill (Sen. 568) has been sub- 
mitted to the Massachusetts State Legislature: 

An act to regulate, control and prevent fraud 
by correspondence schools and others. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House oi 
Representatives in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm, association or corporation engaged 
in the business of publishing or selling school 
or text books or doing business as a corre- 
spondence school in this commonwealth, to di- 
rectly or indirectly, through its officers, agents 
or servants, sell stocks, bonds or other securi- 
ties, either of its own company or of other 
companies, until and unless such person, firm. 
association or corporation shall file with the 
commissioner of corporations a copy of thie 
charter and by-laws of any company whose 
stocks, bonds or other securities are offered 
for sale, a detailed statement, under oath, of 
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the condition of such company, the properties 
owned or controlled by any such company and 
the condition thereof, and before offering any 
such stocks, bonds or other securities for sale 
a statement showing in detail the plan of sell- 
ing the stocks, bonds or other securities, the 
plan of organization or increase of stock of 
any such company, a copy of all contracts in 
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Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm, association or corporation, engaged 
in the business of publishing or selling school 
or text books, or doing business as a corre- 
spondence school acting by its officers, servants 
or agents, or otherwise, to make any represen- 
tation as to its financial condition or as to the 
financial condition of any other company

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connection with such sales of stocks, bonds or 
other securities, the names and addresses of 
all officers, proposed officers or promoters of 
any such company and the amount and price 
of such stock and the commission and promo- 
tion fees or expenses of the organization of 
any such company. If the commissioner of 
corporations is satisfied that such statements 
are correct and that the proposed sale or sales 
of the stocks, bonds or other securities of any 
such company will be fairly conducted and 
that the representations therein contained are 
true he shall, upon the payment of a fee of 
twenty-five dollars, issue a permit to sell such 
stocks, bonds or other securities. Any person, 
firm, association or corporation which violates 
the provisions of this section shall be punish- 
able by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment in the house of 
correction or jail for a period of not more 
than one year or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. : 


whose stocks, bonds or other securities any 
such person, firm, association or corporation is 
engaged in selling which representation is not 
in accordance with the truth and with the 
charter and by-laws of such company and with 
the certificate of financial condition and the 
representations filed in accordance with the 
provisions of section one. Any person who 
purchases stocks, bonds or other securities in 
pursuance or partly in pursuance of any such 
representation may recover the price so paid 
in an action of debt against any such person, 
firm, association or corporation. 

Section 3. Any pupil in or of any such cor- 
respondence school who is misled or deceived 
by a misrepresentation made by an officer or 
agent or by any advertisement or circular is- 
sued by any such school or by any person, 
firm, association or corporation who or which 
sells text books to such school or to the pupils 
of such school, may have any action against 
such school, person, firm, association or cor- 
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poration for three times the amount paid by 
him to such school, person, firm, association 
or corporation. 

Section 4. Every person, firm, association 
or corporation doing business in this common- 
wealth as a correspondence school shall file 
with the treasurer of the commonwealth a 
bond, with sureties to be approved by the 
treasurer, in the sum of ten thousand dollars, 
the condition of the bond being that the corre- 
spondence school shall not do business in this 
commonwealth except in conformity with the 
law thereto appertaining, and with the ap- 
proval of and subject to the rules and regula- 
tions established by the board of education. 

Section 5. Violation of any provision of 
sections two, three or four of this act shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than five hun- 
dred dollars for each offence. 





THE BOOKSELLER AND THE 
LIBRARIAN.* 


By F. W. JENKINS. 


The Bookseller and the Librarian have al- 
ways got along together, tolerably well. They 
spring from one common source, so that “the 
pot cannot call the kettle black.” For if we 
go back over the centuries, we find the book- 
seller and the librarian were veritable cronies. 
Without consulting that famous bookseller, 
Atticus, our friend Cicero wouldn’t have 
thought of buying books even for his villa 
library. As a trustee of the public library,— 
for there were such in Rome,—he would have 
advised with the bookseller first, while as 
author, he wouldn’t have even thought of ex- 
pressing himself on papyrus, without inviting 
Atticus the bookseller out to his villa, and over 
a jug of wine, discussing the pros and cons for 
making the forthcoming volume net or regular. 
The history of bookselling and librarianship is 
one delightful romance,—the history of the one 
inseparably interwoven with that of the other. 
And so it has been and will be in spite of the 
futile attempts of a few eccentric booksellers 
and a few irascible librarians to stir up a 
respectable row, now and then. Such skir- 
mishes are but surface scratches and pain- 
fully new. But we do not have to go back to 
the days of Cicero to find amicable relations 
between the bookseller and the librarian. As 
late as the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury—1716 to be exact—libraries and book- 
sellers had grown to be so friendly that the un- 
suspecting public often took the one for the 
other. Ina letter from Nentham to Lord Gow- 
er’s chaplain he says: “Johnson, the Lichfield 
librarian, is no where; he propagates learning 
all over this diocese, and advanceth knowledge 
to its just height; all the clergy are his pupils.” 
Now this refers to Michael Johnson, and he 
was not a librarian at all, so far as being a 
library school graduate was concerned,—he 
was plain Michael Johnson the bookseller of 
Lichfield. And he kept a delightful crowded, 
heaped up in piles, old bookshop,—I suspect 
a good deal like this one. And the letter shows 
that while he kept a bookshop, the bookshop

once in awhile and drummed up some new 
trade. And while I’m not trying to point 
moral, we might remember that our friend 
Michael wasn’t content simply with the bus; 
ness which came his way, but got out and 
hustled in the year 1716. But what I want 
you to remember is that he was called 

“librarian” which shows how inseparably re 
lated were the two professions. But this is his- 
tory, and we are not interested in that,—tiction 
is more the demand of the hour.

Such a dis- 
agreement is local, provincial, too modern to 
deserve our attentions,—we of a profession 
The bookseller and the libra- 


| rian, I reiterate, have always been close 
_ friends and always will be,—our history is 
_ one, our aims—to spread the acquaintance and 
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usefulness of the printed book—are one and 
the same. So let us start with this one ghost 
buried. I once asked a bookseller to define 
briefly the present relationship between the 
bookseller and the librarian, and he replied 
“submission on the part of the bookseller, sus- 
picion on the part of the librarian.” ‘But 
history doesn’t bear him out, you see. Per- 
haps you have sometimes thought that libra- 
rians and booksellers were not the best of 


| friends, but I’m sure you don’t think so any 


longer. 

Now, having seen that so far as our past is 
concerned, there is no reason why we cannot 
be mutually helpful, I want to bring forward 
a few suggestions, which may help in making 
the next 2,000 years of such relations even 
more friendly than the days of the past. 

My first suggestion is in regard to your at- 
titude toward the library,—you who deal with 
librarians, trustees and such servants of the 
public. For a man’s mental attitude has much 
to do with his actions. Is your perspective 
true? What is your opinion of libraries and 
librarians? Now I think I am in a position to 
know, and rather than make you blush in the 
telling, I will not press the question further. But 
seriously I want to tell you how little you 
know about the library and what it is doing, 
of librarians and what they are accomplishing. 
You are judging all librarians by some spin- 
ster who perhaps frowned on you, told you 
that the reading room was no place to converse 
with the object of your affections, or perhaps 
by another who came into your store and asked 
you for books you never heard-of, so that in 
your wisdom you set librarians down as nui- 
sances. How often do you go to your library, 
you whose business training would make you 
a valuable aid to the librarian and of service 
to your community. 

Do you realize that the library is the most 
democratic of American institutions. The pub- 
lic school in which we are justly proud 
reaches only a small proportion of our citi- 
zens in the making. A large number of chil- 
dren attend private schools, fitting schools. 
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of all sorts and kinds, parochial schools, un- 
der the direction of the church, to say nothing 
of the large number of boys and girls who go 
to school anywhere only so long as the law 
requires and get but slight advantage from 
what the public school offers. You will be sur- 
prised after investigating the matter to find 
how few schools give any actual training along 
vocational lines,—that give any actual prepar- 
ation for earning an honest living, and this in 
spite of all the talk we have heard about voca- 
tional training. The church is of necessity 
even narrower in.its range of usefulness, ap- 
pealing as it does to a particular sect or 
creed. 

The library on the other hand knows no age 
limit, knows no favored class, knows no sect 
nor creed. It is the only school that some 
men and women ever know. It is the great 
continuation school for those whom _ stern 
necessity has taken out from the public school 
and put to work; it is the technical school for 
those who would be engineers and mechanics; 
it is the great university of the public. It 
knows no age limit and the adult getting noth- 
ing from the public school, may find at the 
library all that he needs to make him a better 
worker or better citizen. The library knows 
no creed except that of social service. To 
quote a specific instance, the interesting ex- 
perience of Grand Rapids may illustrate. In 
its course of three lectures, one was given on 
tuberculosis, by Dr. Vaughan, Dean of the 
Medical Department of the University of 
Michigan. The library at the time put in 
prominent place, books on the subject of tuber- 
culosis and wrote to the Secretary of the Na- 
tional Society for the study and prevention 
of tuberculosis for the latest material on the 
subject. As a result of public opinion created 
by this lecture and readiny, a society for the 
study and prevention of tuberculosis, was 
formed, which, with the co-operation of the 
library, brought to the city a large tuber- 
culosis exhibit, which thoroughly informed the 
people on the whole subject. After an aroused 
city’s interests there was no difficulty in get- 
ting money to work for the elimination of the 
disease. The result was that the death rate in 
five years from tuberculosis in Grand Rapids 
decreased from 110 per 100,000 population to 
91. The death rate of the city from this cause 
is now lower than the death rate in the state, 
whereas formerly it was higher. What one 
library has done to arouse public opinion in 
behalf of this problem, other libraries are do- 
ing. 

Perhaps no one single agency is doing more 
to naturalize the immigrant. It is a fact that 
where there is a branch library, juvenile delin- 
quency is lessened. It is the American library 
that is in many cases making American citi- 
zens out of the foreign born, teaching them 
the English language, improving their living 
conditions, showing the immigrant that the 
saloon is un-American and that private ven- 
geance is rendered unnecessary by our laws for 
their protection. It is well for us to think 
once in awhile of that roof garden of a New 
York settlement house at sunset, looking out 
over the panorama spread below with its 
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David exclaims 
prophetically you remember: “It is the fires of 
God around his Crucible.” There she lies, the 
great Melting Pot—listen! Can’t you hear the 
roaring and bubbling? There gapes her mouth 
—the harbor where a thousand mammoth feed- 
ers come from the ends of the world to pour 
in their human freight. Ah, what a stirring 
Celt and Latin, Slav and 
Teuton, Greek and Syrian,—black and yellow, 
—Jew and Gentile,—East and West, the North 
and South, the palm and the pine, the pole and 
the equator, the crescent and the cross. How 
the great Alchemist melts and fuses them with 
his purging flame! Here shall they all unite 
to build the Republic of Man and the Kingdom 
of God. Ah, Vera, what is the glory of Rome 
and Jerusalem, where all nations and races 
come to worship and look back, compared with 
the glory of America, where all races and na- 
tions come to labor and look forward?” It is 
the library that has reduced the number of 
unnaturalized men and making an increasing 
number of self-respecting law abiding citizens 
out of those who knock at our gates. 

And finally do you realize the stupendous 
work being done by this great library system 
in New York with its many branches,—going 
down into the dark places of this great city 
where you wouldn’t go, carrying education and 
uplift, visions of a new world? How much 
are you doing’ Wouldn’t it be a good idea to 
get acquainted with some library, perhaps the 
library in your neighborhood and _ appoint 
yourself as a committee of one to help get it 
better books and more of them? Perhaps you 
might get some of the business for your own 
store. Remember our good friend Michael 
didn’t sit down and complain. And that’s 
my first bit of advice—get acquainted with 
libraries and librarians. If a glimpse of the 
librarian of your community convinces you 
that it is a fool, male or female, all the more 
reason for you to get busy. And contact with 
libraries will do you good, morally, intellectu- 
ally and perhaps financially. 

But perhaps before you do this you will want 
to think over a bit whether or not you want 
library business. It isn’t good business to 
advertise this line of thought, but just here, 
right among ourselves, in this place frequented 
almost entirely by ministers and preachers of 
the gospel, we really ought to tell the truth. 
And throwing aside all feeling, all little dif- 
ferences of discount, net books and such bones 
of contention,—do you think library business 
is worth while? I| think it is. Buying in quan- 
tities for your library trade will, other things 
being equal, get for you a little extra dis- 
count which makes just so much more profit 
for the regular “over the counter business.” 
And the profit on all net books isn’t so insig- 


nificant as a few peevish ones would have us 
| think. Again, the library is the final resort 


for clearance sales, for remainders, for slow 
movers, and libraries buy in hundreds of copies 
where the individual buys in tens. Above 
all, bury once for all that other ghost—the 
statement without foundation, that libraries 
hurt the sale of books because people read 
them in the libraries and do not buy. The 
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class of people who buy books never go to 
the library. The library is reaching a class 
that the bookstore never reached and increases 
the sale of books rather than diminishes it. 
Tango teas, the theater, the moving picture 
show, increasingly expensive restaurants and 
automobiles especially,—these are your ene- 
mies so far as the sale of books is concerned. 
Mountain hotels have in many cases closed 
their doors because people no longer come for 
the summer but for week ends. We no longer 
sit on porch or mountain side,—we ride, thirty 
miles an hour and buy gasoline at 20 cents per 
gallon rather than first folio Shakespeares or 
a book of essays. Dickens and Thackeray, 
Emerson and Lowell were all right for their 
day, but they’re too slow now,—this is an 
automobile age and we haven’t time to read 
unless a tire blows out and we have a wait 
on the road. The library helps your business, 
so don’t approach it with a chip on either 
shoulder. Now let us consider for the sake of 
argument that, after thinking it over, you will 
condescend to take library business, what 
next? Well, I’ve already given you my first 
bit of advice,—get acquainted with libraries 
and librarians, with the librarians not only in 
their libraries but at conferences, library meet- 
ings and, if the opportunity presents, in their 
homes. At library meetings you may hear 
something beside making catalogue cards and 
stories to tell the children. Maybe you would 
like to hear Alfred Noyes read some of his 
rollicking poems after having sold innumer- 
able copies of his books and assuring the cus- 
tomer every time that the poet “has a style 
all his own.” Alfred Noyes read from his 
poems last year and again this year before 
the N. Y. Library Club, and I don’t believe 
any of you were there. Get acquainted with 
librarians. They won’t hurt you, and while the 
women far exceed in numbers the men in the 
profession, this is a case where “the female of 
the species ‘is not’ more deadly than the male.” 

And after you have got acquainted, I'll 
wager that 99 out of every 100 booksellers 
imagine that the next move is to announce 
liberal discount. Believe me this is wrong. 
Librarians of necessity must look out for cost. 
Their appropriation is always far too little for 
the needs of the library, and the city’s money 
must be carefully and wisely expended. The 
librarian is responsible for this, and you would 
be as ready as any other citizen to criticise 
foolish expenditure of money for books, and 
especially if the highest figure was paid a 
rival bookseller. You would say at once that 
the librarian was foolish to pay so much for 
books when you could sell them cheaper. So 
let the librarian try to get tue best discount 
possible. It’s a harmless, thankless job and 
don’t worry about unreasonable discounts. 
What the librarian wants more than discount 
is service. As a librarian I am free to say 
that I wish the practice of rate cutting to 
libraries could be stopped, for it leads no- 
where except to the ruin of the small book- 
seller. Libraries buy in quantities and are 
therefore entitled to discount. This discount 
should, however, be reasonably even and uni- 
form, and jobbers should keep up to it. I 
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believe the trouble has arisen with the book. 
seller more than with librarians. But more 
than discount is service,—this is the second 
promise to make in wooing library business. 4 
library wants acknowledgment of orders re- 
ceived, prompt and complete shipment of «|| 
books readily obtainable, and complete re- 
ports on unfilled items. The acknowledgment: 
of orders is a simple matter,—a printed post- 
card with space for date of order is the best 
thing possible. The prompt, reasonably prompt, 
shipment of books is also fairly easy. The 
sending of many small packages increases the 
cost of transportation which falls often on 
the library whose book appropriation is just 
| so much less. The full report of shorts is as 
important as the other two, and is the most 
poorly done of all. Some of the English pub- 
lishers put at the head of their invoices, the 
various reports preceded by their symbols, 
eg., 


N. Y. P.—Not yet published. 
O. P.—Out of print. 
Out.—Out of stock. 
Imp.—Import only, 
and the particularly English one, N. I. T—Not 
in town. In New York, the center of Amer- 
ican book selling, no reputable bookseller 
would dare put this N. I. T. report on. Now, 
the value of these reports to the librarian can- 
not be overestimated. The library book orders 
represent often the requests of many library 
users. The librarian tells those requesting 
books that they have been ordered. In the 
course of time, a shipment is received but the 
books asked by Dr. Smith, the Rev. Mr. Jones 
_or Schoolmarm Wilson are not in #fie box. 
Don’t you see how absolutely n ary a re- 
port is in order that the librarian may say 
with a gracious smile: Yes, Dr. Smith, that 
novel has been advertised, but it really isn’t 
| published ; Yes, Rev. Mr. Jones, “Joy of repent- 
| ant sinners” may have done you good in your 
youth, but it is now entirely out of print. Yes, 
Schoolmarm Wilson, that was a valuable expo- 
sition that you suggested, but it can be got 
only by importation which will take several 
weeks, so don’t lay out your school work for 
next week on the idea of having the book. The 
full report of shorts is necessary, absolutely 
necessary, and by adopting these symbols, the 
reporting is a simple procedure. And under 
service, let me say just one word about rush 
orders. Out of fifty or a hundred titles the 
librarian may need three at once for some 
special demand. Make your system so simple 
and flexible that automatically these books are 
ordered at once, and shipped even sooner. A 
red slip for such books is perhaps the simplest 
method, and marks the book for immediate 
attention. And the other important requisite 
in a successful library business is accuracy. 
Be absolutely accurate. If a library specifies 
an edition, don’t try to select a better one,— 
the library wants that special edition for some 
special purpose with which you are unfamiliar. 
Be accurate with your invoices and if possible 
typewrite them, it will save the librarians tem- 
per and increase good-will. And if you are 
accurate in all your transactions, you have the 
right to demand accuracy and business-like 
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methods on the part of the librarian. The 
surest way to start suspicion in the mind of 
the librarian is to make mistakes on invoices 
and especially where later bills show a smaller 
discount than the earlier ones. If you are 
always accurate in records, invoices and state- 
ments made by correspondence you can hold 
the librarian’s confidence. Further you can 
hold the librarian to his or her statements, 
and put yourself in a position to refuse un- 
reasonable requests. Under such circum- 
stances there is no excuse for allowing a 
librarian to return books ordered through er- 
ror unless the request was in the first place 
to send the books on approval. No librarian 
with any business instincts will return a book 
and ask for credit when the error was his own. 
Better by far for him to destroy the book or 
add it to the shelves as deadwood. Accuracy 
therefore gives the bookseiler the position of 
advantage. 

So much for library business and its con- 
duct. I would add in closing a word or two 
of friendly, if decidedly personal, council. I 
have tried to show you that the library as a 
civic factor is worthy your acquaintance,—that 
library business is worth the getting, but 
after all the game rests with you and with me. 
A collection of books with the human element 
left out is not a library,—a store with the 
human element left out is a failure. And so 
we must put the question up to ourselves. Is 
it the business for us? Are we willing to take 
the drawbacks along with the pleasure? A 
plumber may get ten dollars a day—wouldn’t 
some of us make better plumbers’ This school 
and your presence here, however, seem to 
answer in the negative. It is the love of books, 
life with books, with the refinements of life, 
—the little glimpses now and then that make 
it all worth while. But it’s these little 
glimpses that sometimes make the librarian 
and the bookseller dreamers,—that make us 
doubtful now and then—that make us grum- 
ble with our lot,—that makes us little men and

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RARE BOOKS IN LONDON SALE. 


THE sum of $2,100 was paid for a very rare 
first edition of a pseudo-Shakespearean play, 
“Th Raigne of King Edward the Third,” at 
the June 19 sale at Sotheby’s, London, of rare 
and valuable books, illuminated and historical 
manuscripts, autograph letters, manuscripts, 
and letters of Charlotte Bronté. The play is 
supposed to have been written by Christopher 
Marlowe, assisted by Shakespeare. 

The next highest price was $1,850, paid for 
a missal for the use of the Church of the Isle 
of Mallorca. An original edition of the Moz- 
arabic Missal, the only other copy of which is 
in the British Museum, fetched $1,300; a 
French Book of Hours of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, $1,950; a Book of Hours, French, fif- 
teenth-sixteenth century, $1,250; another Book 
of Hours, French, fourteenth century, $1,025; 
a copy of the Journal of Andrew Ellicott, 
United States Commissioner, 1796-1800, for 
determining the boundary between the United 
States and the possessions of his Catholic 
Majesty in America, $975; a Flemish Latin 
Bible of the fifteenth century, $900. 

Five hundred and twenty-five dollars was 
paid for a draft of Charlotte Bronté’s “Emma,” 
written by her in pencil and dated November 
27, 1853.

A LONDON LETTER. 


THE BOOK SUMMER IN ENGLAND AND THE 
AUTUMN SEASON. 


® London, June to, 1914. 

WE are not having a particularly good sum- 
mer book season in London, and it is worth 
looking into the reasons for this. We had, 
upon the whole, an open, sunny spring, instead 
of the wet weather to which we are often ac- 
customed at that time of the year. This has 
enabled people to get out of doors a great deal, 
and the average Englishman loves to be out of 
doors, even more than to read a book. 

Now that summer is fully here, England is 
very beautiful, and that adds to the out-door 
attractions. “Oh to be in England, now that 
April’s there,” sang Browning from Italy. 
June, however, is a still more beautitul mcnth 
in beautiful England, and the charm and at- 
traction of books are apt to be forgotten 
“underneath the bough,” although, according 
to Omar Khayyam, that is a favorite place 
for reading. 

Such is one side of the summer book mar- 
ket, and another is the rather conspicuous ab- 
sence of what may be called compelling books. 
There are books and books, and still again 
books, but the books which booksellers like 
are those that the public simply must buy. 
Mrs. Katherine O’Shea’s life of her husband, 


_ Charles Stewart Parnell, the Irish leader, has 


been one book of the sort. It romped through 
the first edition of 5,000 copies, although the 
price was a guinea, within a week or so. This 
was because it had a human and “compelling 
interest,” which brought in the general reader 
and drove him either to buy or borrow the book. 

We have hardly had any other book, how- 
ever, of a “compelling” interest, although al- 
ways there have been a few novels which have 
gone on selling quite well, without reaching 
the “compelling” standard. The fact is that 
the reading public is getting so divided up that 
it is very hard to reach it with any book not 
of a first interest. The Parnell book was shot 
at the public by the long reviews given to it in 
every daily paper. Scattered reviews of a 
book, such as fall to the lot of most books, do 
not have that effect, and so it is that many 
books jist have a half-prosperous life and then 
die away. 


It is to be feared that the rich Americans 


| who come to London (uring the summer sea- 
tion was effected so that the “Century Maga- | 


son of fashion and frivolity are not, although 
they may not be conscious of it, good friends 
to the booksellers. They come over with tieir 
full purses, and they take,big furnished houses, 
and they entertain lavishly. They get quiet 
people to their parties who otherwise would 
be staying at home of an afternoon, perhaps 
reading a book, and they themselves buy noth- 
ing or next to nothing in the way of literature. 

This lavish entertaining is entirely antago- 
nistic to the whole idea of either reading or 
writing literature on what the Edinburgh re- 
viewers call a little oatmeal. You cannot own 
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a fleet of motor cars and be content to spend 
an afternoon on a nice book, because the two 
things simply do not go together. You keep 
all your booky people at home in America, and 
you send us your merely rich people, and so 
our booksellers do not benefit much, as one of 
them has been pointing out to me. 

A further thing which interferes with our 
summer book trade is the want of organiza- 
tion among English booksellers for really get- 
ting books around properly. England is a 
small country, it is true, and for that reason 
an American publisher is apt to think that the 
circulation of a book is easily and well done 
in England. That, however, need not neces- 
sarily be so, because our booktrade still goes 
largely on the old lines of each bookseller for 
himself and the devil take the bindmost. 

The publisher does all the advertising and 
the bookseller just sells what copies he is 
asked ‘or. Now, if we could have more sym- 
pathetic action among our booksellers, many 
more books would be sold, because it would be 
so much easier for the public to get these 
books. One feels that there is a kind of a 
beginning on foot to initiate this sym- 
pathetic action among booksellers, and when 
it comes, perhaps our summer booktrade will 
be better than it is at the moment. 

To make up for it, all the leading publishers 
are going to start early with their autumn 
books. Not so long ago, the beginning of 
September was thought to be early for the 
autumn publishing season. If a book got out 
by the end of October it was thought to be 
in good enough time for the winter trade. 
Now, however, the book that does not come 
out until the end of October is late and is apt 
to be overlooked because booksellers have al- 
ready taken in so large a number that they 
cannot “stock” any more. 

This year we shall nave the season actively 
begun by the middle of July, and by the end 
of August practically all the novels of the 
autumn will be out. There is to be a great 
crop of them, but there is no word so far of a 
new one by Mrs. Florence Barclay, who, at the 
moment, is the “best circulator,” if one may 
invent tLat phrase, at the London libraries. 
That place used to be held by Miss Marie Co- 
relli, who remains a good second, though per- 
haps, when her new novel comes along about 
the beginning of August, she may again win 
her old position. : 

Quite a number of important serious books 
are also in prospect for the autumn, which re- 
mains the best-selling season for such books. 
This is just because the average Englishman 
then regards the out-door year as being fin- 
ished, sits down at his fireside and says, “Now, 
what new book shall I get?” He will buy a 
novel in summer, but autumn, with its “tresses 
gray, needs to come before he will buy a 
biography, such as that, for instance, of Gen- 
eral Booth, upon which Mr. Harold Begbie is 
engaged. 

Another possible biography is an enlarge- 
ment by Sir Sidney Lee of the remarkable 
memoir of King Edward VII., which he con- 
tributed to the “National Dictionary of Biog- 
raphy.” King George, it is said, was not en-

tirely pleased with the frankness of that me- 
moir, so it will be interesting to see what form 
it takes as an individual volume, more espe- 
cially as masses of official material are being 
placed at the disposal of the biographer. 

One asks, after the death of Theodore 
Watts-Dunton, what is to become of the Swin- 
burne papers of which he was the custodian? 
They should be most valuable and interesting, 
and no doubt they will be published in some 
form, but who is now to write the biography 
of Swinburne? It is common knowledge that 
Mr. Watts-Dunton himself left a novel in type 
called “Cariola,” and perhaps we may look for 
it during the autumn on both sides of the At- 
lantic from the publishing house of Harper, 
who have had it in type for the best part of 
ten years. Watts-Dunton worked on the proofs 
every now and then, for he had an enormous 
genius for taking pains. But “Cariola,” a story 
of Roman life, could have appeared any time 
and ranked as a first-rate novel.

The trade may remember that the 
“Encyclopedia” itself was pretty severely criti- 
cized editorially when it was first published 
some years ago, and it is an open secret that 
the Stokes Company were obliged to spend 
considerable sums in the correction of this 
first edition.
